He was young once, and re- 
bellious. He early left home for 
“the city’? and when he refused 
the 40 acres of land his father 
offered to lure him back to 
broader opportunities, the neigh- 
bors allowed young Henry Ford 
was a-fool and would come to no 
good. 

There are 5,000,000 records and 
25,000 photographs packed in the 
big storehouse, built in 1915 for 
$1,032,000, on the 1,240 acres near 
Dearborn. 


Dreams 


One has trouble forgetting that 
the thin, severe man in the se- 
vere hat, once was young with 
all the dreams of the young. He 
worked in a powerhouse, and 
tinkered with a gasoline engine 
of his own contrivance, making 
a cylinder out of a piece of gas 
pipe, a fly wheel out of wood, 
and other parts from odds and 
ends about the shop. 

He was building an automo- 
bile. He was one of the three 
most persistent ones—Charles E. 
Duryea and Elwood Haynes 
were also working and making 
“vas wagons.”” 

His friend, Doctor Samuel S. 
Marquis, left a record of that 
first car, now in an honored 
place in the museum here. 

“T have heard from him and 
Mrs. Ford the story of the last 
48 hours he worked on that first 
car. Forty-eight hours without 
sleep. The second night Mrs. 
Ford sat up waiting. The ma- 
chine was nearing completion. 
Would it run? It was 2 a. m. 
when he came out of the little 
shop that stood in the rear of the 
house. It was raining. Mrs. 
Ford threw a cloak over her 
shoulders and followed him to 


the shop. He rolled the car out. 


into the alley, started it, mount- 


ed the seat and drove off. The 


car went a short distance and 
stopped. The trouble was a 
minor one. A bolt had come

In Detroit there was-a sad 
young man—Henry Ford. He 
couldn’t borrow the money to 
pay the train fare to Chicago. — 

He liked automobile racing 
and was a good, daring driver. 
He made enough money at this 
to found his automobile com- 
pany. 

Now, in Detroit, they are cele- 
brating the 50th anniversary of 
that company. (‘‘Dee-troit’’ was 
what the hinterlands called the 
city in the early days of the 
gasoline revolution. When the 
tenant cabins began to empty on 
the cotton farms and people 
asked where the occupants had 
gone, there was a stock Answer: 
*“Dee-troit.”” And everyone un- 
derstood.) 

The archives are to be opened 
to the public. A new Research 
and Engineering Center costing 
$80,000,000 is to be dedicated. 

Ford set up shop in 1903 with 
eight employees. They earned 
$85.23 that first week and the 
company’s capital was down to 
$223—but a carpenter came along 
and bought $5,000 in stock. To- 
day there are 168,000 employees 
in the United States.

Primitive communications in 
the mountainous battle area 
obscured the progress of the 
Vietminh drive toward Paksane, 
Laotian town on the Mekong 
River which forms the frontier 
with Thailand. 

But the French high command 
strongly denied reports the in- 
vaders had reached the Mekong 
in the Paksane area. 

A headquarters spokesman said 
Communist pressure on the royal 
Laotian capital of Luang Prabang 
had eased. He took that to mean 
the Reds had swung their main 
weight into the southward probe 
toward Paksane. 

The spokesman said the switch 
in the Communist drive raised a 
serious problem for the high com- 
mand, already hard pressed to 
find reinforcements for key gar- 
risons of the Indochinese defense. 
Meanwhile, the New York 
Times reported that the Thailand 
government in Bangkok was be- 
ginning to evacuate all male 
Vietnamese nationals of military 
age from the sensitive border po- 
sition inside Thai territory along 
the frontier separating Thailand 
from Vietminh-invaded Laos.

WASHINGTON, May 5—President Eisenhower today 
asked Congress for $5,828,000,000: in new foreign aid—a 


bulwark for America’s own 


defense against “the threat of Soviet aggression.” 


Eisenhower coupled his request 
with a sharp warning to the Krem- 
lin that the United States plans a 
substantial step-up in military aid 
to Communist-threatened Southeast 
Asia, notably in embattled French 
Indochina. 


FAITH URGED 

He prodded Russia anew to 
prove, the good faith of its recent 
peace overtures ‘“‘by deeds’’ in- 
stead of words that have been 
flowing out of Moscow during the 
last two months in the post-Stalin 
era under Premier Georgi Malen- 
kov. 

In a special message to Con- 
gress, the President declared: 

“The basic purpose of this pro- 
gram is simply the long-term se- 
curity of the United States living 
in the shadow of the Soviet threat. 

“The blunt, sober truth is that 
we cannot afford to relax our de- 
fenses until we have seen clear, 
unmistakable evidence of genuine- 
ly peaceful purpose on the part of 
the Soviet Union. 

“Until Soviet good faith is 
proven by deeds, the free nations 
must rely on their own strength 
for the preservation of peace.” 

The President noted that his 
request is $1,771,000,000 less than 
former President Truman asked in 
his farewell budget for the 1954 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 
CUTS MAPPED 

Nevertheless, several congres- 
sional leaders made it clear that 
the figure was higher than they 
are willing to go.

Senate Votes States Tide Oil. 


Beats Down 12 Amendments; 
2¢ Days of Bitter Debate End 


Teapot Dome 
Made Legal 
---Humphrey

WASHINGTON, May 5 (®—The 
Senate ended its longest debate in 
15 years today by passing the Ei- 
senhower-backed bill to establish 
state ownership of the oil riches 
lying under coastal waters. The 
roll call vote was 56 to 35. 

Before approving the bitterly- 
fought legislation, the Senate re- 
jected a dozen last-ditch amend- 
ments aimed at cancelling or limit- 
ing what the opposition called a 
gigantic ‘“‘giveaway” of federal 
property worth billions. 


HOUSE STUDY 


The bill now goes to the House, 
which passed its own version of 
the legislation five weeks ago. A 
conference committee may have to 
be appointed later to iron out dif- 
ferences in the measures. 

Administration leaders com- 
mended the vote as “just and 
equitable” recognition of 150-year- 
old claims the states have made 
to valuable submerged lands lying 
off their coastlines. 

But senators who fought the bill 
through 27 days of acrimonious de- 
bate in what Majority Leader Taft 
of Ohio called ‘‘an honest to God 
filibuster’’ said the battle would be 
carried on in the courts and into 
the election campaign of 1954. 


PARTY LINES 


The party lineup on the final 
vote was 35 Republicans and 21 
Democrats for the bill and 25 
Democrats and nine Republicans 
against it. Sen. Morse (Ind-Ore) 
also opposed it. 

Taft reported that through last 
Friday opponents of the bill had 
spoken 970,872 words against it, 
while proponents had defended it 
with 270,542 words. 

“The percentage of relevancy 
was high as compared with other 
filibusters,’’ Taft said. 

As the long debate drew to a 
close, Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn) 
told his colleagues: 

“There will be a day of reckon- 
ing when the American people re- 
alize we have only legalized the 
scandal of Teapot Dome on the 
floor of Congress.” 

Humphrey declared it was ‘‘noth- 
ing short of preposterous to say a 
particular state has ownership or 
control of the bottom of the 
ocean.””

“In view of the fast-developing crisis 
in Indochina and threats in other trou- 
ble spots, it would be unrealistic not to 
express concern about proposed cut- 


backs in the United States armed forces . 


and the defense preparedness program. 

It goes without question that the 
United States cannot permit the con- 
quest of Indochina by the Chinese Com- 
munists. Late news dispatches report 
that Chinese and Russian personnel 
have moved into that country to direct 
the war against the French and loyal 
Indochinese. 

The report that 100,000 veterans of 
the Korean War have been moved into 
position on the Indochina border indi- 
cates full-scale intervention—a repeti- 
tion of Korea. 

The renewal of truce talks at Pan- 
munjom thus appears to be a veil to 
cover moves in Indochina. 

‘ Korean aggression was vitally im- 
portant to us in that-it concerned the 
security of Japan, a primary objective 
of the Communists in Asia. With con- 
trol of Japan, they would dominate the 
entire Asiatic continent. 

Checkmated in Korea, they are now 
turning their. attention to Indochina— 
equally a threat to all Southeast Asia 
—Indonesia, India, Malaya, Burma, 
Thailand, Pakistan and their stores of 
raw materials on which the free world 
depends. 

If it comes to that, we must act as 
resolutely in Indochina as we did in 
Korea. 

‘So the administration’s Reiiatens to 
cut back. the defense effort, to trim 
200,000 men from the armed forces, 
and hints of even. deeper cuts appear 
to be even greater risks than at first 
thought. 

As a nation, we gamble that the 
situation will remain much the same 
as now for years. The administration 
has decided to stretch out its defense 
effort instead of attempting to achieve 
maximum readiness on any definite 
date. We have decided, too, that in a 
period of prolonged cold war we can- 
not afford the luxuries of waste and 
extravagance. | 

However, we must repeat what we 
have said earlier: We need economy 
and we need armed strength. If we can 
accomplish both objectives at one and 
the same time, well and good. If the 
administration is merely carrying out 
its campaign promise of economy at the 
expense of security the results might 
well be disastrous. 

And, as we have said before, the 
administration must be better acquaint- 
ed with the situation than the average 
citizen. We sincerely hope so. The 
stakes are high.

H emingway Wins 


Delayed Recognition 


Ernest Hemingway has been award- 
ed the Pulitzer Prize for his novel, 
“The Old Man and the Sea.” 

And our reaction is, “It’s about 
time.” 

In fact, we find ourselves sort of 
wishing he would refuse it as Sinclair 
Lewis once did but then, on thinking it 
over, we hope he won’t because the 
fact of receiving it will dramatize how 
childishly petty the Pulitzer commit- 
tees have been through the years in 
withholding from the man who has in- 
fluenced American literature more than 
any other person in our time his proper 
recognition. 

Hemingway was brusque with crit- 
ics, and never stroked their feathers. 
He could write so well-that no matter 
how much they’ sought to tear him 
down, or how much they influenced 
the various awards committees, Hem- 
ingway kept right on being a success. 

It is an astonishing and not too 
pretty fact that through all the years 
this Pulitzer Prize is the vety first 
one to be awarded the author of “The 
Sun Also Rises,” ‘Farewell to Arms,” 
“Green Hills of Africa,” “For Whom 
the Bell Tolls,” “Across the River and 
Into the Trees,” and other works of 
ability.and endurance. 

This year, for example, the na- 
tional fiction awards committee gave 
its first place to Richard Wright, a 
hard-working, troubled ‘author best 
known for his “Native Son.” Wright’s 
new effort is good, but by no means a 
great piece of writing. 

Well, at any rate, Hemingway has 
at last been recognized by an American 
committee on literature—and the fact 
of its long delay exposes all other com- 
mittees in past years in the nakedness 
of their pettiness. 

Now, we trust the Nobel committee 
will follow suit. |

One would have 
thought in all fairness that the judge would 
have taken cognizance of the investigation 
made by a second Senate committee under 
the chairmanship of Senator McCarran of 
Nevada, which came up with the conclusion 
that Owen Lattimore was ‘‘a conscious, ar- 
ticulate instrument of the Soviet conspiracy 
in the United States.”’ 


The only reference that Judge Young- 
dah] makes to the McCarran committee re- 
port is to say that ‘‘apparently the commit- 
tee could discover no evidence from its in- 
vestigation of the testimony of the various 
witnesses that defendant lied in denying 
that he was a Communist, .a member of 


the Communist party, a Soviet spy or a 


fellow traveller.’’ 

Another cause for puzzlement is Judge 
Youngdahl’s comments as he dismissed the 
first—and what is considered by all sides 
as the most important—count in the in- 
dictment. He said: 


“Under this count, the defendant is 
charged with lying in denying that he had 
never been a sympathizer or promoter of 
communism or Communist interests.’’ 


But, strangely enough, Judge Youngdahl 
did not take into consideration the. possi- 
bility that a man could be a “‘promoter’’ 
and do physical acts of ‘‘promotion’’ which 
would be overt and not just within his own 
mind. 

The likelihood, however, is that the De- 
partment of Justice will appeal every one 
of the four counts which Judge Youngdahl 
threw out. It is hardly probable that there 
will be a trial on the three counts remain- 
ing until after the U. S. Court of Appeals 
or possibly the Supreme Court of the United 
States shall have ruled on the Youngdahl 
decision.

Ike Must Rely 


On the Democrats 


WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower admin- 
istration has reached the stage where it 
needs Democratic votes to carry through 
important foreign policy measures. 


This became evident as top administra- 
tion officials paraded this week before con- 
gressional com mittees 
to plead for a one-year 
extension of the recip- 
rocal trade program 
and for appropriations 
for economic and mili- 
tary aid to our free- 
world allies. 

On both, the Presi- 
dent can count upon 
overwhelming support 
from Democrats. Both 
are projections of long- 
cutabinhed Democratic policy. The Recip- 
rocal Trade Act was approved by Congress 
back in 1934 under sponsorship of then 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull; while the 
foreign economic and military aid program 
to help our allies withstand communism 
was embodied in the Marshall Plan and 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization of the 
Truman administration. 


The President’s trouble will come from 
Republicans. In the past, they supplied 
the bulk of opposition to these programs. 

The high-tariff contingent in the GOP is 
rallying now about the bill of Rep. Sid 
Simpson (Rep., Ill.) which, while extend- 
ing the Reciprocal] Trade Act for a year, 
would seriously restrict its bargaining po- 
tentials. 


Democrats are fully aware of their im- 
portance to the administration in the 
closely divided Congress and, in fact, of 
their importance in maintaining a policy 
that is to the nation’s best interests as 
they and the President see it. 

They also recognize the bargaining posi- 
tion they enjoy and, in fact, seem disposed 
to capitalize upon it. 

But Democrats are crying the alarm. 
They cite the action of the House in voting 
to cut out funds for public housing, so that 
this program will be stopped completely. 
They are pointing to administration recom- 
mendations for a 30 per cent cut in rural 
electrification loan funds and a 25 per cent 
slash in funds for rural telephones, as wel 
as elimination of funds fer transmission 
lines for the Southeastern Power Adminis- 
tration, and proposed reductions in medical 
research programs for cancer, mental and 
heart diseases, arthritis and rheumatism. 

If the President intercedes with Con- 
gress to support Democrats in these mat- 


ters, which he thus far has shown no in-, 


clination to do, then Democrats can take 
the credit. If he refuses, they will keep 
reminding the voters. As, for example, 
Sen. Lister Hill (Dem., Ala.) has just done 
in aiming his remarks at a section that 
turned up such a great multitude of Eisen- 
hower voters last November. 

Senator Hill said ‘‘the Southern states 
will suffer most if Congress carries out the 
Republican administration’s recommenda- 
tions for sharp cuts in our agriculture, soil

An Idle Tongue 
Does Only Harm 


There are few experiences which so exe 
haust me mentally as having to endure the 
vicious tirades of a gossip. This is particu- 
larly tortuous when a gossip is deriding a 
friend; it is always tortuous to hear any 
person victimized by a talebearer. 


Of course, most gossips don’t mean to 
damage another person. - They find some 
kind of subtle jay in talking Bowes ane 
shadows. Maybe at CS 
heart they like people 
and all of us find peo- 
ple the most interesting 
of subjects for talk and 
speculation. 

, The gossip, however 
unwittingly, may actu- 
ally do serious damage 
to the personality and 
health of another per- 
son. Sometimes to be 
slandered is almost as ; 
fatal as to be stabbed. The law metes Peat 
punishment to one who takes another’s life 
by physical means, but the courts find it 
extremely difficult to apprehend one who 
destroys a man’s good name. 

Here is one instance in which the social 
conscience of a community is more Impor- 
tant than legal statute. We should not 
gleefully listen to and enthusiastically pass 
on the chatterings of idle tongues. 

The problem of the gossiping neighbor 
is, of course, not a new one. These cau- 
tions were written centuries ago: ‘‘Refuse 
profane and old wives’ fables, and exercise 
thyself rather unto godliness’? (1 Timothy 
4:7), and “If any man among you seem 
to be religious, and bridleth not his 
tongue ... this man’s religion is in vain” 
(James 1:26). 

Across the centuries come these wise 
affirmations: ‘‘I will keep my tongue with 
a bridle’ (Psalm 39:1), and ‘‘Where no 
wood is, there the fire goeth out: so where 
there is no talebearer, the strife ceaseth”’ 
(Proverbs 26:20), and ‘Set a watch, O 
Lord, before my mouth; keep the door of 
my lips’ (Psalm 141:3). 

How wise is the counsel of these words 
from the pen of an ancient Arabian: 

If you are tempted to reveal, A tale to 
you someone has told, About another, make 
it pass, Before you speak, three gates of 
gold. These narrow gates: First, “‘Is it 
true?’”” Then, “Is it needful?’ In your 
mind, Give truthful answer. 

And the next is last and narrowest, “Is 
it kind?’’ And if to reach your lips at last, 
It passes through these gateways three, 
Then you may tell the tale, nor fear, What 
the result of speech may be. 

The word ‘‘gossip’’ originally meant god- 
parent. God people become newsmongers, 
idle tattlers and the communicators of evil 
and groundless rumors if they do not set 
a discreet guard at their lips.

Gets Low, Blow! 


Claude Suttle of the Southern States 
Chemical Co., Atlanta, is strictly a high- 
pressure salesman. He carries an altim- 
eter into his territory. When the reading 
is unfavorable, Mr. Sut- # | 
tle blows. An altimeter 
measures altitude by 
recording the drop in 
atmospheric pressure 
as one rises. The de- 
crease in pressure is 
translated into feet 
above sea level. If the 
altimeter stays at a @ 
constant level and the # 
pressure at that level @ 
falls appreciably, the. Sage 
needle climbs to register the pone even 
though the instrument itself doesn’t budge 
an inch from terra firma. 

The day of the tornado at Warner Rob- 
ins, Salesman Suttle was making calls in 
the Macon area. Late in the afternoon, he 
noted with alarm that his dashboard height 
gauge said 1,800 feet. Now the altitude in 
middle Georgia is at least 1,000 feet short 
of that mark. 

“I’m getting out of here,’’ Claude Suttle 
told his friends. ‘‘You all are fixing to 
have a tornado.’’ 

Claude says something like that hap- 
pened at Griffin a few years ago. As he 
was sitting in his car outside the Lowell 
Bleachery with Riley Jones, the plant man- 
ager, the altimeter needle swung over to 
almost 2,000 feet. That time, too, Claude 
told his friend, ‘‘Sorry, I gotta go. You're 
going to have a blow.” 

Almost before the fugitive from a Geor- 
gia cyclone reached Atlanta, a big wind 
lifted the roof from the bleachery and laid 
a tree across the manager’s car. The 
chemical salesman says the next time he 
called, the mill manager wanted to know 
where he could get one of those windstorm 
detectors and how much did it cost. 

Mr. Suttle started carrying an altimeter 
when he traveled lower Florida before a 
hurricane warning system was set up. He 
carries not one altftude indicator, but two, 
an expensive one and a $7.50 model. 

When I talked to him early thts_week, 
he said he was heading for southwest Geor- 
gia and that he would keep a careful eye 
on both gauges. The man doesn’t aim to 
get caught where the pressure’s down. 

Nor do we all. Storm warnings on the 
week-end created such a state of appres- 
hension that a housewife I know admits 
she dived under the bed when she heard 
a nearby rumbling. She relaxed when she 
realize it was the new coffee maker in the 
next room.

Talmadge 
Back After 
CD Meet 


Governor Talmadge returned to 
Atlanta Tuesday night from Wash- 
ington where he urged civil de- 
fense officials to recommend out- 
right federal grants to tornado- 
stricken sections of Georgia. 


The governor, with Rep. E: L. 
(Tic) Forrester of Leesburg, con- 
ferred with Civil Defense Admin- 
istrator Val Peterson following a 
two-day briefing session on na- 
tional and international problems 
attended by 45 state and terri- 
torial governors at the invitation 
of President Eisenhower. -: 

In connection with the Presi- 
dent designating Macon,. Mus- 
cogee, Houston, Twiggs and Bibb 
counties as disaster areas, eli- 
gible for loan assistance from 
federal agencies, Talmadge told 
Peterson he had visited Columbus 
and thought this section should 
be eligible for direct grants. 


HALTED BY LAW 


The governor told Peterson fur- 
ther that while it was the state’s 
desire to aid stricken sections, 
‘and that he had done everything 
Georgia law would permit, no 
funds had been allocated because 
the state Constitution prohibits 
such grants. 


Talmadge pointed out the only 
way state funds could be granted 
would be for the Georgia legis- 
lature to vote an amendment to 

‘the Constitution, which would be 
’ subject to a referendum. The 
next general election, the gov- 
ernor also pointed out, is.in No- 
vember, 1954. 

He said Peterson was ‘@lad 4o 
get. the. additional information 
presented by Representative For- 
rester and himself, and promised 
“in view of this we are going to 
give the matter a very careful 
look-over.’’ 


The next step will be for 
Peterson to make a recommenda- 
tion to the President, said Tal- 
madge, and for Eisenhower to 
amend his earlier order if in 
favor of th grants.

TENTATIVE REQUEST 


Georgia Tech’s tentative re- 
quest is for $7,275,000 in state 
funds annually by 1963, Caldwell 
reported. Tech’s present alloca- 
tion is $1,800,000. 

The chancellor said letters from 
all units of the system show in- 
creased requests for the long- 
range program. 

While this is an ambitious pro- 
gram, the chancellor said it did 
not represent as much increase 
in state spending, percentage- 
wise, as Georgia recorded in the 
past decade. 

In 1943, the state was spending 
only $2,200,000 on the entire Uni- 
versity System, he _ asserted. 
There were 10,052 enrolled during 
this war year. Before the war, 
in 1940, the state spent $1,651,500 
on its 15,118 college students.

There are silver. napkin rings and amethyst 
studs and cuff links, a tiny pistol which a lady of 1830 must have 
carried in her muff—now belonging to Kelley Kidd. Johnny Mer- 
cer’s old flint rifle, used in the War Between the States, Is on 
display along with Mrs. Alice Hall’s little drum which was used 
in both the Revolutionary War and the War Between the States.

sued by the Commissioner of 
Roads and Revenues would be 
in payment to authorized em- 
ployees for time earned by eacn 
employee. This procedure would 
greatly aid in the keeping of the 
records in the office of the Clerk 
of the Commissioner of Roads 
and Revenues. This plan was 
adopted and after one year; 
namely, October, 1952, the at- 
tendance of 77% of the County’s 
employees was reported to the 
Clerk’s office. Since that time 
about 91% are being reported 
but there are still several] De- 
partments not co-operating in 
this plan. The office of the Tax 
Collector, Tax Receiver, Treas- 
urer, Registration Department 
and certain courts are not re- 
porting. Since the office of the 
Tax Collector and Receiver has 
come in for more criticism rela- 
tive to absenteeism than any 
other County office, we feel that 
this office above all others should 
be most anxious to co-operate. 

We further recommend that the 
various Department Heads, elec- 
tive and otherwise, voluntarily 
place themselves under this plan 
Since we feel that the taxpayers 
of Fulton County have a right to 
know how much time each De- 
partment Head devotes to the job

We believe that prior to the 
consolidation or alleged consoli- 
dation of these tax departments 
under the Plan of Improvement; 
namely, the year 1951 and prior 
years, an excellent tax job was 
being done by the tax authorities 
of the City, also, Mr. T. E. Sut- 
tles, Mr. Jason Tuggle and other 
tax officials of Fulton County. 
We are confident they would 
have continued to do so had not 
various changes and conditions 
been created which we are here- 
inafter analyzing. 

We find that in 1951 the Com- 
missioners of Roads and Reve- 
nues voted an expense account 
sum of $500 each to Mr. Jason 
Tuggle, Tax Receiver; Mr. T. 
E. Suttles, Tax Collector; Mr. 
Comer Davis, then chief Tax As- 
sessor, and Mr. James L. Res- 
pess, for the purpose of making 
a trip to Los Angeles County, 
California, to inspect mechanical 
equipment used in that office 
with the idea of installing similar 
equipment in the tax office of 
Fulton County. (This Jury does 
not intend to pass on the relative 
merits of these machines). They 
were accompanied by Marion 
Thompson Lewis, then an em- 
ployee of Remington Rand, Inc. 
Upon their return, I. Gloer 
‘Hailey, chairman of the Fulton 
County Board of Commissioners, 
called a Recess Session of the 
Commissioners for the purpose of 
hearing a report of the tax offi- 
cials and Mr. Respess. Mr. 
Respess stated (see minutes of 
this meeting as appear in Book 
QJ, pages 334 and 337 in the 
office of the Clerk of the Com- 
missioners of Roads and Reve- 
nues) that the Committee. had 
carefully considered proposal 
made by I. B. M. Corp., and 
by Remington Rand, Inc., and 
had decided that Remington 
Rand’s equipment was better 
suited for Fulton County’s work. 
Mr. Respess further stated that 
the annual rental for Remington 
Rand’s equipment would be 
$2,260.00 per month plus $575.00 
per month for the first year for 
setting up the equipment. He, 
also, told the Commissioners that 
the installation cost would 
amount to approximately $12,- 
000.00. He further stated that in 
the event the County decided to 
buy the equipment, Remington 
Rand would give them credit for 
half the amount paid as rental 
toward the purchase price. No 
sales price was quoted in said 
contracts. He further stated that 
it would be necessary to employ 
only four or five people familiar 
with the operation of this equip- 
ment to teach the present person- 
nel in the Tax Collector’s office 
how to operate the rented equip- 
ment. He stated, also, that in 
the even the County did not rent 
the equipment, between 30 and 
40 additional personnel would be 
required to handle the consoli- 
dated tax job for the County and 
City. Mr. Respess further stated 
that he felt this equipment should 
be placed in the office of the Tax

sibility and that other offices 
could use it. Upon the above 
recommendation, the Commis- 
sioners authorized the rental of 


this equipment. | 

Immediately after this equip- | 
ment was rented, the County) 
put on its payroll Mr. Marion 
Thompson Lewis, then employed 
by Remington Rand, Inc., at a 
salary of $500.00 per month and 
then changed to $540.00. His joo 
was to be temporary and he was 
to assist in the installation of the 
machines and _ teach present 
County employees or some _ of) 
them how to operate the ma- 
chines. Later, upon the insistence | 
of Mr. Respess and Mr. I. Gloer 
Hailey, Mr. -Lewis was placed 
on the permanent payroll as an 
employee of Fulton County (see 
Minutes of Board meeting re- 
corded in Book SI, page 150, 
Clerk’s office, and minutes of 
meeting recorded in Book SI, 
page 167, Clerk’s office). 

Immediately upon installation 
of the Remington Rand equip- 
ment in-the Tax Office, 40 new 
employees were hired and Mr. 
Lewis was employed to teach 
these 40 new employees how to 
operate the machines. No former 
employee of Fulton County has 
been taught or is being taught 
how to operate these machines 
and Mr. Lewis is now employed 
at $540 per month as the head of 
the Tabulating Department. The 
equipment furnished by Reming- 
ton Rand has been increased to 
the extent that the now estimated 
rental as shown on the budget for 
the year 1953 will be $51,538.00 
and that the entire budget for 
the Tabulating Department for 
1953 is estimated to be $181,- 
179.50. 

We believe that there has not 
been and will not be any effort 
made to train any old County 
employees in the operation of 
this equipment and the expenses 
of this Department are perma- 
nent in addition to all the other 
tax office employees heretofore 
in these departments and who 
will remain. 

We recommend that the Board 
of Commissioners of Roads and 
Revenues together with Mr. A. 
E. Fuller, County Manager, and 
the head of the affected depart- 
ments determine how to get the 
cost of operation down to the 
1951 cost, If it cannot be acocm- 
plished by December 31, 1953, 
tthen we recommend that all the 
machines be returned to Rem- 
ington Rand, the jobs of the tabu- 
lating department be declared 
vacant and the origina] tax em- 
ployees handle the tax receiving 
and collecting for the consoli- 
dated offices, as it was handled 
prior to this experiment. 


TIME CHECK—FULTON 
COUNTY EMPLOYEES 


On October 2, 1951, suggestions 
were made that a uniform time 
sheet be kept by all Department 
Heads of Fulton County which

diately upon the completion of 
the reappraisal of property in 
the City of Atlanta and Fulton 
County. 


PRISON CAMPS 


We visited the prison camps of 
Bellwood, Stonewall and Alpha- 
retta and give full endorsement 
to the manner in which these 
camps are being administered. 
The physical equipment at Bell-| 
wood is excellent and is being 
well maintained, and the out- 
moded buildings at Alpharetta are 
in process of replacement. The 
same satisfactory conditions pre- 
vail at Stonewall. An excellent 
job is being done by the County 
Warden and his assistants. 


TRAVELING EXPENSE 
VOUCHERS 


The Grand Jury recommends 
that it be made mandatory that 
a.. itemized expense account be 
turned in by every person making 
a trip at County expense. This 
expense account to be supported 
by receipted bills to cover cost 
of transportation, maintenance 
and every additional expenditure. 
This is a normal business practice 
that is not now being observed. 


CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT 
This office is a model of effi- 
ciency and meticulous attention 
to detail. The method whereby 
this office handles greatly in- 
creased volume of work with a 
minimum increase in personnel is 
a tribute to the conscientious ef- 
forts of Mr. J. W. Simmons. 


COUNTY FIRE INSURANCE 


Time did not permit us to make 
a conclusive study of the Fire 
Insurance on Physical Properties 
of Fulton County. We recommend 
that the incoming Grand Jury 
make a study of the recently 
adopted method of allocation of 
such insurance, and distribution 
of agents’ commissions. 


PURCHASING DEPARTMENT 


We commend the efficiency of 
the Purchasing Department, par- 
ticularly the advantageous sale 
of surplus land acquired but not 
entirely used for right of way on 
Expressways. We find that the 
costly blunders in Expressway 
land sales prior to June 5, 1951, 
were eliminated when this func- 
tion was placed under the Pur- 
chasing Department. 

We further recommend that the 
buying of all automobiles bought 
for the County be purchased by 
the Purchasing Department. We 
believe this will result in material 
savings, by allocating to each job 
as economical an automobile as 
will satisfactorily answer the puy- 
pose. 

We recommend that the incom- 
ing Grand Jury investigate the 
aforementioned land deals, exe- 
cuted prior to June 5, 1951. 


AUTO LICENSE TAGS 

We recommend legislation re- 
quiring tax receipt as a requisite 
to issuance of Automobile License 
Tags. We urge the Fulton County 
delegation to introduce such a bill 
at every session of the legislature 
until this measure is enacted into 
law. / 


COUNTY MANAGER 


Under the Plan of Improvement 
numerous important Departments 
of Fulton County were transferred 
to the City and undeniably this 
reduced the functions of this of- 
fice accordingly.. Nowithstanding 
this fact, it is our opinion that the 
best interest of Fulton County de- 
mands that this form of Govern- | 
ment be continued. We hold Mr. 
A. E. Fuller, County Manager, in 
the very highest esteem and rec- 
ommend that the Board of Com- 
missioners of Roads and Revenue 
delegate to him without interfer-

and implied, under the County 
Manager law. 


PARKS 
The City of Atlanta has 132 
parks, consisting of 2,350 acres. 
We found these very well kept. 
Long rapge planning for the im- 
provement and development of 


the parks consists of a new swim- 
ming pool at South Bend in the 
1953 budget and in Lakewood, an 
area very much in need of a 


pool; a pool at Candler Park; de- 
velopment of an 18-hole golf: 
course and club house for Negroes | 
and numerous improvements to 
other parks are included in plans. 

$144,000.00 was spend for ten- 
nis courts in Atlanta Memorial 
Park. Perhaps this money should 


have been used to construct a 
few cqurts in several parks rather 
than all in one park. 

The supervised playground pro- 
gram offers opportunities for 
many children to have planned 
recreation. | 

We would like to recommend 
that somewhere in the West End 
area plans be made for a swim- 
ming pool and other park facili- 
ties, due to the fact that change 
of population will soon necessitate 
Mozley’s transfer to colored peo- 
ple. 

The Houston Street area should 
have recreational facilities for the 
Negroes on this side of town. 

The Cyclorama has an income 
of almost $100,000.00 a year. 

The City of Atlanta is spending 
annually aproximately $2.00 per 
person for parks and recreation. 

We recommend that the Parks 
Department not dispose of any of 
its pregent real estate due to the 
high cost of. purchasing residen- 
tial property for conversion to 
parks. 


REINVESTIGATION 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
WHITE GIRLS 


(Adamsyille) 


Due to widely publicized de- 
velopments at this school recent- 
ly, a second investigation was 
made. No change from our origi- 
nal’ recommendations was _ indi- 
cated except that an electrified 
fence be placed around the 
campus section with a guard at 
the gate. We recommend that the 
next Grand Jury continue this 
investigatiqn. 


PUBLICATION 


We recommend to the Court 
that these presentments be pub- 
lished in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, The Atlanta Journal, the 
Fulton County Daily Report, and 
the Atlanta Daily World.

BAXLEY — Three doctors, including two surgeons, 
have been attracted to Baxley because of the 27-bed Bax- 
ley-Appling County Hospital here. 

Dr. James A. Bedingfield, chief of the medical staff, 
said the hospital has attracted top-flight specialists in 
surgery to this town of about 4,000 people.

Officials of the two-year-old 
hospital—which was built under 
the Hill-Burton Act with federal, 
state and local funds totaling 
_$257,196—are particularly proud 
of the operating room facilities. 


Administrator M. E. Long said 


more than 40 major and minor © 


operations a month are performed 


in the ‘“‘completely equipped’’ op- a 


erating room. 

Dr. Bedingfield, a general prac- 
titioner, said the prospect of the 
new hospital was “‘partly respon- 
sible’ for his decision to come 
here five years ago. And he said 
the two surgeons, Dr. A. P. Ohl- 
macher and Dr. E. J. Virusky, 
would not have come here within 


the past two years if there had pe 


been no hospital. 

Baxley had no previous hospital 
facilities—and people here went 
30 miles to Jesup or to some larger 
town for hospitalization. 

Dr. Bedingfield and Dr. Virusky 
agreed the hospital plant and fa- 
cilities are ‘‘very modern and 
very good.’’ Dr. Bedingfield said 
‘no young physician today would 
go to a city without a hospital to 
practice. 

Baxley now has eight doctors, 
including 77-year-old Dr. H. C. 
McCrackin, one of the main- 
springs in the drive for the hos- 
pital. Dr. McCrackin, who prac- 
ticed nearly 50 years without a 
hospital, now says he ‘‘can’t see 
how we got along without this 
hospital.’”’ 


Dr. Ohlmacher agrees the Bax- 
ley-Appling County Hospital is 
“one of the best Hill-Burton hos- 
pitals in the state,’’ but he ques- 
tions the wisdom of building so 
many small hospitals under the 
Hill-Burton program. 


“The state would be better off,”’ 
he insists, ‘‘with one larger hos- 
pital with 50 or 60 beds in every 
three or four counties instead of 
a 30-bed hospital in every 
county.”’ 

He said there is a severe per- 
sonnel shortage, particularly in 
the ‘smaller hospitals. He said

larger hospitals could be staffed 
better. 

Long said the hospital here has 
two registered nurses and eight 
nurses aides: He said it could 
use another registered nurse. The 
hospital has a combination lab- 
oratory-X-ray technician. 

Long is the third administrator, 
and he plans to leave the hospital 
in mid-May to return to the drug 
business. 

The hospital has had an aver- 
age occupancy rate of about 50 
per cent since it opened, Long 
said. He said all the beds were 
filled ‘‘a few times.’’ 

Long said the operating cost 
is about $8,000 a month—or $96,- 
000 a year. He said operating in- 
come from patients covers about 
85 per cent of the cost—and Ap- 
pling County provides funds to 
cover the deficit. He declined 
to say what the deficit te date 
has been.
